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INTRODUCTION
Background
Contract Name: Food Outreach

Contract Number: HD-04-28
Contract Period: March 1, 2004 through February 28, 2005

Contract Amount: $200,000

The Ryan White Title I contract provided funds from the Health Resources Services
Administration (HRSA) through the Department of Health and Hospitals. This contract
provided funds to the Agency to procure food, meals and nutritional services for residents
with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) living within the Health Resources and
Services Administration’s (HRSA) geographic area of the St. Louis Eligible Metropolitan
Area (EMA), which includes the City of St. Louis as well as the counties of Franklin,
Jefferson, Lincoln, St. Louis, St. Charles, and Warren in Missouri.

Purpose

Our purpose was to determine Food Outreach’s compliance with federal, state and local
Department of Health and Hospitals (DOHH) requirements for the period March 1, 2004
through February 28, 2005 and make recommendations for improvements.

Scope and Methodology

We made inquiries regarding Food Outreach’s internal controls relating to the grants
administered by the Department of Health and Hospitals (DOHH), tested evidence
supporting the reports the Agency submitted to DOHH and performed other procedures
considered necessary. Our fieldwork was completed on September19, 2006.
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CONCLUSION AND SUMMARY OF OBSERVATIONS

Conclusion

We found no evidence to suggest that Food Outreach did not fully comply with federal,
state and local DOHH requirements.

Status of Prior Observations

The Agency’s most recent fiscal monitoring report dated August 4, 2004 identified no
observations.

A-133 Status

According to letters from the Agency dated October 20, 2005 and F ebruary 22, 2006,
Food Outreach did not expend $500,000 or more in federal awards for fiscal year ending
December 31, 2004, and 2005 and is not required to have a single audit in accordance
with OMB Circular A-133.
